tcr,as israaDifcftin artificial glaciatioas^but alfo it ever retain 
the above faid fcx-angular figure, altogether like that of thof( 
Gryftals, Which may alfo be the very cau»c ofthefex-angulai 
figure 10 Snorv 5 this being nothing elfe but water concreted bj 
its natural coagulum^vfhxcii is a nitrous exhalation* And to make 
it yet more manifeft^ that thefe are indeed expirations of niter 
I digg'd up fome of the ear th^and drew a Salt from it^which had 
both the taft and figure of Niter ; though lome grains of it were 
of a fquare, others of a pyramidal^ figure. 

It therefore ought not to be afiirm'djthat a dewy vapour h 
of it felf able to be form'd into a folid gemj becaufe Jf that were 
fo^ fuch vapours being eafily carried by any motion of the Aii 
from thofe narrow places^and faHing down in dew far from the 
lame^Cryftals would be formed in thofe other places; but thejj 
are only form'd there; Whence we may very probably inferp^ 
that thence are raifed the ex-halations ^ which do concrete the 
dew, after fuch a manner as the vapoui; or exhalation of Lead 
coagulates Qaickfilver.

N'Ear a fmall village, call'd TucJ^myi^^ German miles diftanc 
from this Citty weft-w^rd, there is an Ii^land^Sea ( made 
by the meeting of three rivolets^fome fprings from theadjoyi>. 
ing hiUocks^and the defcending rain and fnow^water5)of about 
half aGerman mile long and ao eight part of fuch a mile broad. 
It ftretches NiVW and S ^ W. About the midle of the bow on 
the Eaft.fide \t difchargeth it felf with a pretty ftream ^ as it alfo 
doth in another place more Southerly. The foil of the ground 
round about feems tobefand mixt with clay^ Irs fliore gene- 
rally (aady^as is its bottom alfo. Its depths where deepeft^ four 
fai^oms^but for the moft part but one ^ or one fathom and an 
half* Tis ftored with wholefome and delicate Fifh^^as Pearch^ 
Roch , Eles 5 &c. and famed for a fmall fi(h 5 much efteem*d 
her^^ and not much unlike a Pearch j only not fo party colou- 
red 
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red, aod having a larger head proportionable to its body, caird 
the Cole-pearch* The water fvveei and vvholefome ; but only 
in the three Summer months, June, July, and Auguft, it becoms 
every year, during the dry weather> green in the midie with an 
hairy efflorefcence* which green fubftance , being by fome via 
lent wind forced a ftiore , and with the water drunk by any 
Cattel, Dog, or Poultry , caufeth certain andfuddendeathj 
whereas at the fame time 3 that a knowing and ingenuous per- 
lon (vvhofirft acquainted me with it J favv three dogs killed 
withitj theHorfesthat were ridden into the vvzttv beyond 
the place^where this green fubftanoe floated , drunk wichouc 
any hurt; and that alfo 5 during the fame feafon, the water in 
thcftreams, that flow from it , are vvholefome, I fhall en- 
deavour, if you defire ir^ to procure fome of that ftufF, and get 
it examined by a chymical analyfis. 

One thing more Imuftaddj that the chief Fiflier here in- 
form'd me, that tvvo^r three years ago fifhing in this Sea , his 
net brought up a confiderable large piece of white Amber, 
which as a rarity he prefented to one of the chief Fathers of the 
Olive's Abby^ to which this Sea belongs. Now fince this Sea 
is not to be fufpeded to come from the Ocean, it lying fo high, 
and about three German Miles diftanc from the Ocean; and 
fince alfo the neighbouring woods that bear none^ but highly 
refmous trees, cannot be rcafonably faid to furnifh fuch Amber, 
that conjedure^ which imports that Amber is a bituminous fluid 
fubftanee^hardoecf by the operations of the aquaerial parti- 
cles upon it , may receive fome coofirmatioa from this 
account. 
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
